for this declaration the ultra partisans, 
who upheld the gentlemanly Bartine for 
placing the success of party above th» in- 
terests of his constituents, are disposed to 
censure the Senator. The masses of the 
people, however, those who espsot no favors 
from the Administration and no not beliave 
in machine politics, believed that Senator 
Jones deserved praise instead of censure for 
declaring his independence of the onucus, 
by avowing hn intention to vote against a 
bill which is objectionable lo the silver 
men and the pn^age of which would injur- 
iously affect bin constituents.
